Breflau, Decemb, 16. Fifty Churches are already 
reftor’d to the Lutherans of the Principality of Brieg. 
Yefterday the Emperour’s Commiifioners arriv’d 
here from Beieg. To Day they had a Conference 
with Baron Stralenheim, and having for fowe 
of our Magiftrates demanded of them a Lift of the 
Churches in this City and its Dependancies that 
ought to be reftor’d to the Lutherans.’ The faid 
Commiffioners are to go from hence to Morrow, 
to give Orders for the Reftitution of the Churches 
in the Principality of Lignits. Whence they will 
proceed to Wolaw and Munfterberg to give like Oi- 
ders, andthen return hither.

From Danrzick ad- 
vis'd, that by Order of King Staniflaws that Cicy 
had paid to M. Powiatowski 99000 Guilders; and 
are to furnith feveral thoufand Rixdoliars towards 
raifing Recruits, or otherwife to raife Recruits them- 
felves. 

Hamburg, Decemb. 30, Letters from Poland in- 
form us, that the Wer Seafon had hindred the 
Swedes from marchtng : Buc that his Swedith Ma- 
jefty had caus’d a Manifefto to be Prinred in the 
Ruffian Language, as if he defign’d the firft Frofty 
Weather to advance towards the Mutcovites, end 
even to follow them into their own Country if they 
retire before him.
